In 1965, the Army National 
Guard structure was changed. 
and the 37th Division strength 
was reduced. The Buckeye Di- 
vision became little more than a 
brigade. 

Finally, in 1968. the Division 
was removed from the federal 
active tist and its colors retired 
to the State Archives. 

But ten years after its inac- 
tivation. the 37th lives on in 
spirit, and the outline of its 
structure still remains. 

Ohio's combat forces. such 
as the 148th Infantry. and the 
non-divisional 166th Infantry, 
are now part or the fsra intaniry 
Briaade. Also part of the 73rd is 
the 147th Infantry, which was 
separated from the 37th during 
WW2, but served alongside it on 
Guadalcanal. 

The first Buckeye Division 
casualties in WW1 were mem- 
bers of the 112th Engineers. 
now part of the t6th Engineer 
Brigade. In WWe2. the 112th 
served in Europe with the 34th 
Division. 

The 112th Medica! Brigade 
saw Mexican border service in 
1916 as the Ohio National Guard 
medical department, joining the 
37th in 1947.

Sauter with 310. 

Schoo! Business Mavager Paul Lerg expressed 
appreciation to the voters Tuesday morning following the 
vote tally, “Il wae a typleal igh!

Davis Against 
House Version 
of Swamp Tax 


LANSING--Senate Republican 
Leader Bob Davis says he is not 
satisfied with the House version 
of the Swamp Tax bill he 
co-sponsored with Senator Joe 
Mack (D-lronwood) 

The Mack-Davis bil! (Senate 
Bill 189) would have increased 
the amount the state oays local 
governments in lieu of taxes on 
State tay-reverted lands fram (52 
cents per acre to $2 per acre. 
The House Taxation Coinmittee 
reported the bill out this week. 
reducing the payment to $1.16 
per acre. or double the current 
amoaunt 

“| cannot go along with the 
House version. It is simply too 
low." Davis commented. “The 
Senate passed the original bill 
33-0. andsl am sure they will 
support us in trying to raise the 
amount back to the original 
figure.” 

The bill must pass the full 
House and go back to the 
Senate for approval because of 
the amendments made by the 


committee. Davis says the 
ditterences in the bili will 
Prohably be ironed out in a 
conference committee. Davis 


and Mack are both likely to he 
named to the conference com- 
mittee. 

“tam confident that the 
amount will be raised substari- 
tially. if not fully restored. The 
bill should be on its way to the 
Governors desk by July 1.” 
Davis said.
